A New Generation of Collectors 

The 94th Anniversary Convention in Balti- 
more was truly an event to behold. The pro- 
grams, Numismatic Theatre and meetings were 
well-attended, and the superior convention fa- 
cilities provided a setting that, in my estima- 
tion, was second to none. The convention com- 
mittee, led by General Chairman Carl Shrader, 
was, without exception, hard working, dedi- 
cated and willing to go the extra mile to insure 
convention visitors an enjoyable experience. 

This convention set new standards of excel- 
lence for future gatherings. The publicity 
launched to advertise the event was very suc- 
cessful and proved the potential of mass media 
in promoting numismatic activities. This approach can and must be used 
in other areas of endeavor to introduce millions of possible collectors to our 
wholesome hobby. 

Perhaps the most effective method of increasing public awareness is the 
implementation of educational aids and programs, such as seminars, publica- 
tions, video cassettes, television spots and a nationwide speakers' bureau. 
In particular, the ANA must strive to cooperate with and help local coin clubs. 

We must create a new generation of members by tapping the resources of 
youth groups, schools and libraries, as well as those of the investment com- 
munity and seasoned collectors. A wider membership base and total family 
involvement are needed to insure the necessary growth of the hobby. We must 
go out of our way to help new collectors realize how enjoyable, educational 
and rewarding this hobby can be. Pete Carrigan, recently appointed director 
of membership and production at ANA headquarters, will work toward this end. 

Nearly all the existing ANA programs will be expanded to inject more en- 
thusiasm into the hobby. The Numismatist, for one, must continue to offer 
popular articles that will benefit today's collector. The ANA library and mu- 
seum has unlimited potential for assisting researchers and producing new 
publications, video/slide programs, conservation programs and traveling exhibits. 

We must understand that collectors today are not necessarily the same as 
they were in my generation, and old methods of keeping their interest don't 
always work. It is up to the ANA to shepherd the hobby into the 21st cen- 
tury with a broad collector base and support network that will keep the As- 
sociation alive and active for the next 100 years. 

The future of this hobby calls for the ANA to be a clearinghouse for all 
numismatic information and activities. To achieve this goal, bold concepts 
and actions must be introduced to answer the needs of this new generation 
of collectors. Such resources and talents are all within our group. 

If each of us holds on to the conviction that the ANA must move forward, 
it surely will.

I recently came across a 1759 Mexican 
2 reales counterstamped with a tower, 
atop which stands an eagle with upraised 
wings. The counterstamp apparently is 
unpublished. According to the dealer from 
whom the coin was obtained, the original 
ticket is now lost, but the coin was pur- 
chased by a collector from Wayte Ray- 
mond in 1933 for $20. 

At that time, Raymond attributed the 
counterstamp to Havana, Cuba, but now 
it is thought to be of Mexican origin and 
has been tentatively attributed to sup- 
porters of Augustin Iturbide. Any informa- 
tion or educated speculation is eagerly 
solicited and will be most gratefully 
received.

Dealer Certification Suggested 

As one concerned ANA-member dealer 
who has in the past been a private critic 
of ANACS for not doing a consistent- 
quality job of grading U.S. coins, I think 
it is commendable that the organization 
went public and acknowledged there were 
problems with the grading service. This 
acknowledgement is most constructive 
because it signals that improvements 
lie ahead. 

As the organization goes forward and 
improves ANACS' service, it might con- 
sider additional changes in the future 
that would have an even broader impact. 
One opportunity that no organization cur- 
rently is addressing is encouraging numis- 
matic dealers to actually adopt commonly 
accepted grading standards and customer- 
service performance standards. In my 
opinion, neither the ANA nor the PNG 
does this at present to a satisfactory 
degree. Neither has taken a leadership role. 

After improvements to ANACS have 
been accomplished, the ANA might well 
consider developing a dealer membership 
group that could work to achieve a higher 
level of consistent grading practice among 
ANA-member dealers, so that a consumer 
could order with greater confidence from 
an ANA-member dealer. Dealers could be 
certified proficient in grading a range of 
U.S. coins. There might have to be several 
degrees of proficiency, as not all dealers 
are skilled at or even handle the full range 
of U.S. coinage, from Colonials to com- 
memoratives. But, if this were successfully 
done, the ANA logo beside a dealer's 
name would have a great significance to 
the coin-buying public. 

More than ever before, I see a wide 
range of grading ability demonstrated 
among dealers who offer U.S. coins for 
sale. To say not all grade the same is an 
understatement. While many are knowl- 
edgeable and fully capable of grading most 
coins with a high degree of consistency 
and agreement among themselves, up to 
now there has been little visible reward 
for most to do so on a retail basis. In fact, 
the rewards seem greater in the short run 
for many to overgrade, because in that 
way their retail prices seem lower than

they really are. 

I am not proposing to eliminate dif- 
ferences in grading between dealers. There 
will always be differences, but the coin- 
buying public deserves to know with 
some degree of certainty which dealers are 
proficient. ANA or PNG membership is 
not enough. Anyone can call themselves 
a coin dealer or "professional numisma- 
tist," but not so many dealers become 
highly skilled at grading more than 100 
coin series and types. To do so requires 
keen ability, years of study and hard work, 
carefully viewing thousands and thou- 
sands of coins. Furthermore, to deliver 
consistently graded coins to the customer 
requires a sense of fairness and self- 
discipline and, for the larger dealership 
with hundreds of clients, quality con- 
trol and checking procedures critical to 
maintaining high-quality standards and 
consistency. 

Every day collectors and investors ask 
"How can I know with some certainty 
which dealer is truly knowledgeable and 
which is not? Who will deliver fair value 
and who will not?" The truth is, the 
average collector or investor cannot know. 

The responsibility to improve grading 
practice is not the ANA's alone. ANA- 
member dealers and leading publications 
such as Coin World and Numismatic 
News must continually do more to pro- 
tect their customers and members to in- 
sure they can order from advertisers with 
confidence. This is not an impossible 
task— all it takes is commitment and 
determination to make a beginning. 

Certainly the world will never be per- 
fect. Collectors, dealers and coin publica- 
tions will never agree on everything, but 
we can agree to work together to improve 
the present situation for the better. The 
future of our wonderful hobby demands it.

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Mexican Peso 
to be Redesigned 

Mexican officials indicate 
that their government is 
drafting plans to change 
the shape and size of its 
1-peso piece to prevent 
the coin, worth about half a 
U.S. cent, from being used 
in place of the U.S. quar- 
ter in some vending ma- 
chines, a State Department 
official says. 

The first complaints 
about the Mexican coin 
came from coin-laundry 
operators along the Texas- 
Mexico border, whose 
machines could not differen- 
tiate between the peso and 
the quarter. The change re- 
quires the approval of Mex- 
ico's congress.

Promotes Unusual Money 

Collectors of primitive 
and unusual currency 
should find Australia's 
Traditional Money Associa- 
tion helpful.

BEP Prints Record 
Six-Billionth Note 

The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing produced on 
September 4 its six-billionth 
currency note for this 
year — a $1 bill from the 
Chicago Federal Reserve 
bank — and thereby set a 
one-year production record. 
Steadily increasing produc- 
tion, the Bureau in 1976 
issued 2.8 billion notes with 
a face value of $19 billion, 
and by the end of fiscal year 
1985 will print approx- 
imately 6.2 billion notes 
with a value of $66 billion. 

Director Robert Leuver 
notes that the Bureau has 
been concerned with the 
quantity and quality of 
printed securities: "Because 
of the demands placed on 
the Bureau by the 12 
Federal Reserve banks, there 
has been an increase in 
currency-note production. 


Automatic teller machines, 
fare-card machines and 
change machines require a 
better grade of currency to 
initiate transactions." 

In addition to printing $1 
through $100 U.S. bank 
notes, the BEP, with the 
second-largest currency 
production rate in the 
world, yearly produces 
approximately 32 billion 
U.S. postage stamps and 
more than 700 miscel- 
laneous security documents. 
China, the world's leading 
currency printer, issued 
approximately 10 billion 
notes for fiscal year 1984, 
while Japan produced 3.3 
billion notes and England 
printed more than 1.6 
billion notes.

Police in Guntersville, 
Alabama, hope that a stolen 
$10 National banknote will 
lead to the murderer of a 
local couple. Dr. and Mrs. 
James Horton were killed 
with a shotgun July 10, and 
the doctor's billfold as well 
as a small-size Series 1929 
Type 1 $10 note from the 
First National Bank of 
Guntersville were taken. 

The billfold, emptied of 
cash, was recovered a few 
blocks from the Horton 
residence. The National 
bank note, mounted in a 
black frame, has not been 
recovered. 

Investigator Bob Norwood 
reports that the $10 note 
was presented to Dr. Hor- 
ton, who was an officer of 
the Bank of Guntersville, 
and may carry serial num- 
ber B 001176 A or B 001292 
A (serial numbers are 
printed in black ink on 
Type 1 notes). The bank 
charter number, 10990, ap- 
pears vertically on the left 
and right sides of the face of 
the note, together with 
signatures of bank officials 
J.P. Willis and F.B. Albert.

AND ITS COLLECTION OF AMERICAN COINS

he numismatist on tour in 
Great Britain is well aware of 
the reputation of London's British 
Museum, often spending an afternoon 
in that venerable institution with 
coins that form an important part of 
England's heritage. Afterward, there 


may be the requisite visits to Windsor, 
Stratford-on-Avon, and perhaps an hour 
or two in the university cities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. 

However, many tourists, lost amid 
the pages of their guidebooks, sweep 
past the Ashmolean Museum, one of 
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The portico of the “Old Ashmolean,’’ next to 
the Sheldonian Theatre. 


the jewels in the crown of Oxford, 
never realizing that tucked away 
among its many treasures is one of the 
finest arrays of coins and medals in 
the kingdom, including a surprising 
number of American pieces. The story 
of the Ashmolean Museum and the 
evolution of its Heberden Coin Room 
is as fascinating to the coin collector 
as the riddle of Shakespeare's plays is 
to the student of literature. 

The core of this great collection, sec- 
ond only to that of the British Muse- 
um, was assembled by three men: John 
Tradescant the Elder (d. 1638), John 
the Younger (d. 1662) and Elias 
Ashmole (d. 1692), for whom the 
museum is named. To the science of 
botany the Tradescants left their most 
valuable legacy, but as they compiled 
their catalog of exotic plants in the 
early 17th century, they also acquired 
a host of fascinating and sometimes 
bizarre relics from all comers of 
the globe. 

In that age it was customary for 
gentlemen of education and means to 


assemble a cabinet or closet of "rari- 
ties" for their own amusement and in- 
struction, as well as for that of family 
and friends. The Tradescants soon en- 
joyed a wide reputation for the variety 
of their collections, and it was thus 
that Ashmole formed his lifetime 
association with John the Younger. 

Through three advantageous mar- 
riages, Elias Ashmole, a saddler's son, 
managed to build a fortune and estab- 
lish numerous connections at Court 
and with merchants who controlled 
the wealth of England. He, too, col- 
lected curiosities, especially coins, but 
his cabinet was poor indeed in com- 
parison to that of the Tradescants. In 
1650 he began to visit the Tradescant 
household and six years later was 
helping John the Younger catalog 
the collection. 

John Tradescant was in very poor 
health by the end of the decade and, 
having lost his only son, prepared a 
deed of gift in 1659, bequeathing his 
closet of rarities — sometimes known as 
"the Ark"— to Ashmole. 1 He obviously 
thought his daughter would not ap- 
preciate such a treasure. Three years 
later John Tradescant the Younger 
was dead. 

However, Elias Ashmole did not 
claim his prize easily, for in 1661 
Tradescant made a will in which he 
left everything to his wife, Hester. 
After her death the precious collection 
was to go either to Oxford or Cam- 
bridge; the choice was to be Hester's, 
not Ashmole' s. Stung by his old 
friend's change of mind, Elias de- 
manded what had been promised him, 
but the Widow Tradescant denied the 
legality of the deed of gift. She was 
sued, and the courts decided in 
Ashmole's favor. 


/7 lone and without further 

recourse, Hester finally acqui- 
esced, and her opponent was allowed 
to begin moving part of her husband's 
collection to the Ashmole residence in 
Mnwmhpr 1 674 Tt was not a difficult 


task, since Elias and his third wife had 
moved next door to the Tradescant 
residence a few weeks earlier. Two 


years later Hester Tradescant was back 
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in court, where she was forced to ad- 
mit to a charge of slander against 
Ashmole. The two continued their 
less-than-neighborly relationship until 
April 1678, when Mrs. Tradescant 
accidentally drowned. 2 

In 1677 Ashmole made a gift of his 
cabinet of rarities and that of the 
Tradescants to the University of Ox- 
ford, and in 1683 the entire collection 
was moved with great fanfare to its 
new home, a handsome building on 
Broad Street next to the Sheldonian 
Theater. Elias Ashmole died in 1692 
and was laid to rest with much recita- 
tion of his many accomplishments, but 
it is the museum for which he is best 
remembered. 

The decades slipped by as the men 
who were but youngsters when the 
coins and curios were carefully placed 
in the cases grew old and died, but the 
Ashmolean prospered. Generation after 
generation marvelled at its wonders, 
and more benefactors added to the 
hoard of treasures, until by the mid- 


19th century the museum was close to 
bursting. In 1853 the museum's 
numismatic holdings were transferred 
to the Bodleian Library, where they 
were absorbed into the library's already 
vast assemblage of coins and medals. 3 

Ashmole's sense of order surely 
would have been offended by the 
Bodleian system of classifying coins by 
donor rather than series. Though 
armed with the information necessary 
to locate a piece in the collection, 
serious numismatists were not auto- 
matically assured of viewing the 
desired coin because of strict security 
measures. Most students were so 
discouraged that they did not bother to 
consult the Bodleian and tried to 
locate the items they required for their 
research in various college collections. 
This unfortunate arrangement might 
have continued indefinitely had not Sir 
Arthur Evans accepted the keepership 
of the Ashmolean Museum in 1884. 

The son of Sir John Evans, the well- 
known archaeologist, young Arthur

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already was known and well-respected 
when he assumed his new duties. He 
took a cluttered museum housed in 
cramped quarters and in 24 years trans- 
formed it into perhaps the finest 
university-supported museum in the 
world. When he began his tenure, the 
collection was still located in the 
Broad Street building; when he retired 
in 1908, Ashmole's treasures were dis- 
played in the spacious rooms of the 
expanded University Galleries on Beau- 
mont Street. 

By combining Oxford's archaeological 
and artistic collections under one 
board and in one location, Sir Arthur 
deserves to be recognized as the second 
founder of the Ashmolean Museum. It 
was a remarkable accomplishment. 
However, one area of the collections — 
numismatics — frustrated Evans' at- 
tempts to bring together all the items 
in the possession of various com- 
ponents of the University under the 
supervision of one curator. 

College authorities were most in- 
terested in such a cooperative effort, 
but the staff responsible for the 
Bodleian's numismatic items wanted 
no part of it. Sir Arthur regarded the 
keepers of a university coin and medal 
collection as teachers, and the pieces 
in their care as relics of the past in- 
capable of deceiving the student of ar- 
chaeology. Chroniclers may forget, 
historians may twist the truth, but a 
coin never lies. 


Cjf he Bodleian Library returned 
the Ashmolean collection of 
coins and medals to Sir Arthur's 
care— it could hardly refuse after the 
museum moved to its new quarters in 
1894 — but it would not part with its 
own pieces. 4 The decision of New Col- 
lege to place its numismatic collection 
on permanent display at the Ashmo- 
lean in 1907 did nothing to change the 
library's attitude, and the following 
year Sir Arthur Evans resigned in favor 
of D.G. Hogarth. 

The supportive response of the 
academic community, generous be- 
quests from private collectors, and a 
change in administration at the 
Bodleian began to alter the library's

position on the question of its hoard of 
coins and medals. In 1912 a committee 
was formed to seriously discuss the 
merging of the two collections. The 
museum's strong room was deemed 
too small, but the committee felt that 
if a new coin room was built, it could 
overlook its reservations. However, 
just as Sir Arthur's dream was about to 
become a reality, World War I began. 
No coin room would be built until 
hostilities ended — if ever. 

Keeper Hogarth was not easily dis- 
couraged. Undaunted by the lack of 
funds, he carefully measured the 
strong room and cabinets in question, 
proving they were large enough to 
house the entire Bodleian collection. 
Nevertheless, just when success seemed 
assured, the librarians withdrew their 
permission, citing potential inaccessi- 
bility of the collection. Their reason- 
ing was ironic, for it was that very 
situation that prompted Sir Arthur to 
work for a merger of the Bodleian and 
Ashmolean collections in 1884. 

With the end of the war in Novem- 
ber 1918, it was hoped that the im- 
passe over the consolidation of the 
numismatic holdings might be swiftly 
resolved. On October 21, 1920, the 
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Hebdomadal Council, the governing 
body of the University, endorsed a 
resolution calling for the establishment 
of a permanent coin room, but, regret- 
tably, no funds were available. 

The situation now was critical. Four 
months earlier the Bodleian collection 
finally had been transferred to the 
Ashmolean strong room, and the sud- 
den addition of 65,300 pieces made ac- 
cess almost impossible. Of necessity, 
the coin cabinets were stacked until 
the keeper and his staff could catalog 
and integrate the vast number of coins 
and medals, and it took days to locate 
pieces for scholars. Since no study 
space was available in the strong room, 
all coins and medals had to be viewed 
in the keeper's crowded office. How- 
ever, L.R. Famell, the vice chancellor 
of the University, came to the rescue. 

On May 30, 1921, Charles Buller 
Heberden, principal of Brasenose Col- 
lege, died and willed £1,000 to the 
University to be used in any manner 
the vice chancellor deemed appropri- 
ate. Recognizing the continuing in- 
terest of Brasenose College in the 
museum (particularly since the 
museum's founder was an alumnus), 
Famell offered the rather handsome 
bequest to the Ashmolean for the 
construction of the long-awaited 
coin room. 5 


ne hundred special guests at- 
tended the formal opening of 
the Heberden Coin Room on October 
24, 1922, admiring the new cabinets 
and the core of the now-extensive nu- 
mismatic library. Since that day, the 
collection has grown, and undeveloped 
areas have been expanded by the gifts 
of patrons and the generosity of some 
of the Oxford colleges. 

In 1924 Balliol College deposited its 
collection of coins and medals with 
the Heberden Coin Room, followed by 
donations from Oriel and University 
College in 1932, Corpus Christi and 
Jesus in 1933, Keble in 1934 and 
Magdalen in 1936. The great 
numismatic treasures owned by Christ 
Church College were loaned in 1940. 

In 1951 the pieces belonging to Merton 
College were placed in the coin room, 


and the collections of Somerville and 
St. John's were installed in 1954 
and 1955. 6 

The judicious use of funds during 
the last half-century has rounded out 
the collection, which now exceeds 
200,000 pieces. In 1961 the Heberden 
Coin Room was designated a separate 
department of the Ashmolean and 
assigned its own keeper. Although 
renowned for its classical, medieval 
and Oriental collections, the Heberden 
Coin Room also possesses a remark- 
able collection of American pieces. 
Scattered in seven cabinets are speci- 
mens ranging from the early 17th cen- 
tury to the present, whose often 
remarkable origins are matched only 
by their variety. 

Comprising more than 400 coins in 
grades from About Good to Proof, the 
American Collection is beautifully 
balanced, with the exception of two 
areas — gold coins and commemoratives — 
that need further development. Colo- 
nial issues are housed in five cabinets. 
In Tray 23 of the "Keble Cabinet" is a 
Sommer Islands twopence in Choice 
Extremely Fine condition (EF-45). Its 
origin is unknown, as is that of a Very 
Fine (VF-20) 1664 London Elephant 
Token halfpence with a thick planchet 
and the motto GOD PRESERVE LON- 
DON, which resides in Tray 137 of the 
"Willis Cabinet." 

A number of exceptional coins can 
be found in the "Cabinet for Great 
Britain, Dominions and Colonies, 16th 
to 20th Centuries." Trays 17 and 18 
are filled with shillings, sixpence, 
threepence and twopence from Massa- 
chusetts, assembled from the Bodleian, 
Ashmolean, various Oxford colleges, 
legacies and miscellaneous purchases. 

A 1652 Pine Tree shilling on a small 
planchet (VF-20) is part of the Christ 
Church collection and is easily one of 
the best pieces displayed in Tray 17. 

Along with a set of Oak Tree coins, 
Tray 18 boasts a Maryland sixpence of 
Lord Baltimore in VF-25 from the 
Ashmolean collection and an Uncir- 
culated (Unc.-60) James II Plantation 
Token farthing from the Christ 
Church collection. One of the loveliest 
pieces in Tray 19, and indeed in the 
whole collection, is a beautifully toned 
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The west facade of Christ Church.

Trays 7 and 8 in the "Irish Cabinet" 
contain a number of St. Patrick or 
Mark Newby halfpence and farthings, 
while Tray 20 is devoted to William 
Wood's controversial Hibernia 
halfpence and farthings. Found in Tray 
21 are other Irish pieces that circulated 
in the American colonies, such as the 
Hibemia-Voce Populi halfpence. The 
American-Irish connection dates from 
the 17th century, and long before the 
great immigration of the 1840s and 
'50s, the harp of Ireland on coinage 
was a familiar sight to merchants and 
customers alike. 

Well-known to the citizens of Loui- 
siana were copper and silver pieces 
struck in France. An assortment of 
sous, some of which are counter- 
stamped, is in Tray 40 of the "French 
Cabinet." Like many foreign issues, 
some coins struck in 1767 and coun- 
terstamped with the letters RF over 
the royal coat-of-arms during the 
French Revolution circulated in 


the United States until the mid- 
19th century. 

J ome well-preserved coins are 
found in the American tray of 
the "Cabinet for Large Coins." In 1954 
the Ashmolean Museum purchased an 
exceptional coin for its collection: an 
Uncirculated pewter 1776 Continental 
dollar bearing the legend CURRENCY— 
EG FECIT. Of equal interest is a 1795 
dollar of the two-leaves variety in 
About Uncirculated condition (AU-50) 
from the Christ Church collection. 

The variety of large pieces in this tray 
is great, including an AU-50 1905 
Double Eagle. 

The seven trays in the "American 
Cabinet" contain representative pieces 
of most of the coins that circulated in 
the United States after its separation 
from Great Britain. Tray 1 features 
coins struck by several states before 
the adoption of the Constitution in 
1789. Worthy of notice is a 1783 Nova 
Constellatio copper, purchased from a 
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private collection. Beautifully toned, 
the AU-55 specimen displays blunt 
rays and the legend CONSTELATIO. 

Perhaps the finest American coin in 
the entire collection is a 1795 Half 
Eagle housed in Tray 2. Of the small 
eagle variety, the piece is a breathtak- 
ing Choice Uncirculated (MS-65) 
specimen from the huge Christ Church 
College collection. The remaining 
coins in this tray range from Quarter 
Eagles to gold dollars to cents, the 
latest addition being an 1850 gold 
dollar in MS-60, which was given to 
the museum in 1955. Also displayed in 
this tray is a 1794 cent in Very Fine 
condition that was rescued from a bag 
of copper tokens by the ever-vigilant 
staff of the Heberden Coin Room. 

Tray 3 contains an assortment of 
half cents and cents, including an Un- 
circulated 1837 cent with plain cord 
and small letters. Tucked in the far 
end of this tray are three half dollars, 
two of which, like the 1837 cent, were 
donated to the museum. The third, a 
stunning Uncirculated 1857-S Liberty 

Seated type, simply appeared among 
the coins in the collection. How sad 
never to know the name of the bene- 
factor who chose to share this coin 
with countless generations. 

The coins in Tray 4 range from In- 
dian Head cents to Liberty Seated 
quarters, many of which are lovely 
specimens, as exemplified by an Uncir- 
culated 1837 Liberty Seated half dime 
of the large-date variety. It, like so 
many coins in the Ashmolean's collec-

tion, was part of a generous bequest. 

Three five-cent pieces — an Uncir- 
culated 1867 No Rays, an 1885 in 
AU-50, and a Very Fine 1886 speci- 
men — are perhaps the most interesting 
items in Tray 5. The first two nickels 
were gifts, but the 1886 piece is 
simply marked "origin unknown." 

Also included in this tray are an 1893 
five-cent piece, an 1899-0 dime and a 
1901-0 dime, all in Fine condition, 
which were sent to the museum as 
payment for postal charges. 

The final two trays in the American 
Cabinet are filled with contemporary 
coins, ranging from Good (G-4) to 
Proof. Most of these pieces were 
donated by patrons of the museum, 
many of whom hail from America. 
However, the museum also would 
benefit greatly from gifts of recent 
publications in the field of American 
numismatics and an endowment of 
those areas still sparsely covered. In 
such a way, we might say "thank you" 
to an institution that always has 
welcomed the scholar and willingly 
shared its resources for the betterment 
of numismatics.

Unsung Engraver 


fames Barton Longacre was one of the 
most misunderstood chief engravers of 
the United States Mint. Though often crit- 
icized for an alleged lack of mechanical 
engraving skills, Longacre unquestionably 
was a skilled artist whose simple yet 
classical designs graced American coins 
for more than 60 years. 

Longacre earned his reputation as an in- 
taglio portrait engraver in the 1820s and 
'30s. He created engravings from original 
portraits for John Sanderson's Biographies 
of the Signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence (nine volumes, Philadelphia, 
1820-27), and with fames Herring pub- 
lished The National Portrait Gallery of 
Distinguished Americans (four volumes, 
Philadelphia, 1834-39). 

Also adept at pen-and-ink drawings, 
Longacre performed his portrait work by 
cutting line after line directly into a 
copper plate, then using the inked plate 
to print a raised ink image similar to the 
intaglio printing found on most modem 
U.S. currency. At this he was undeniably 
good, yet the method of engraving bore no 
resemblance to die engraving of that or 
any other day. 

Having obtained the position of chief 
engraver through the political influence 
of his friend, Senator John C. Calhoun, 
following the death of Christian Gobrecht 
in 1 844, Longacre quite prudently kept a 
low profile for the next five years. As 
Gobrecht had redesigned every denomina- 
tion from the half cent through the Eagle 
between 1835 and 1842, Longacre in- 
herited a complete set of relatively new 
master dies and working hubs for designs 
that probably would not need to be 
changed for years. 


Freed of the burden of having to create 
new hubs of his own, all Longacre had to 
do to prepare working dies was to impress 
the raised steel hubs into blank steel dies, 
and to punch the dates and mintmarks 
into the appropriate dies before hardening 
them for production use. The date and 
mintmark punches themselves were rel- 
atively easy to produce by hand cutting 
a mirror-image number or letter directly 
into a block of softened steel, hardening

the block and hammering the end of a sof- 
tened steel rod into the incuse figure. The 
rod could then be hardened, trimmed and 
punched directly into a die, or used along 
with other punches to make a four-digit 
date punch via another block of steel. 

Traditionally, Longacre has been ac- 
cused of being woefully incompetent at 
the task of engraving working dies. On 
one large-cent die of 1844 (Newcomb-2), 
the entire date was punched in upside- 
down before being repunched right-side- 
up. On another die for an 1844-0 half 
dollar the date was first punched well up 
into the base of the seated Liberty figure, 
then repunched in the normal position. 
Most collectors assume that Longacre was 
responsible for these blunders. 

However, Longacre was not the only 
person who prepared dies at the Mint. The 
chief coiner of the Mint from 1839 to 
1854, Franklin Peale, is known to have 
complained that Longacre did not produce 
dies fast enough to meet his needs, and, 
taking matters into his own hands, either 
engraved dies himself or had members of 
his staff do the work for him. 1 

Because he was new at the job, Long- 
acre may well have been slow at produc- 
ing dies, but, being as meticulous as he 
must have been to do intaglio portrait 
engraving, it is unlikely that he would 
have been so sloppy as to blunder so many 
dies. The truth is that nobody knows for 
sure who engraved any particular die from 
1844 on, and it is possible that some or 
all of the mistakes attributed to Longacre 
were the work of an anonymous coiner 
moonlighting in the engraving department. 

Longacre successfully fended off Peale' s 
attempts to take over the engraving de-

partment, but he encountered other prob- 
lems with the man in 1849, when Con- 
gress authorized the production of two 
new denominations of gold coins, the 
dollar and the Double Eagle. Both pieces 
were intended to be new outlets for the 
flood of California gold expected to head 
East. The gold dollar would replace both 
silver dollars and privately issued shin- 
plasters, while the Double Eagle presented 
a more efficient means of coining large 
quantities of gold. 

New hubs had to be created for these 
denominations, and Longacre was the 
proper person to create them. Unfortu- 
nately, during his five years as chief en- 
graver he had not acquired much experi- 
ence in that area. 
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In an attempt to improve upon the process, 
Longacre tried to electroplate a galvano for the reverse 

of the Double Eagle. 


The method of preparing a hub devised 
by Gobrecht, with a little help, no doubt, 
from the master engravers of Europe, 
began with the sculpting of a wax or 
plaster model of the main design element, 
such as a head, eagle or wreath. Because 
of the limitations of the Contamin reduc- 
ing lathe obtained from Paris in late 1837, 
the model could only measure approx- 
imately 4 or 5 inches across, as opposed 
to the 10- to 15-inch models common 
today. 

Nowadays the lettering, stars, rim and 
date are added to the design at the model- 
ing stage, with a galvano copy of the com- 
pleted model being reduced on a more pre- 
cise Janvier reducing lathe. However, be- 



cause a certain amount of this fine detail 
would be lost on using the Contamin 
lathe, Gobrecht (or Longacre) chose to 
make a negative plaster impression of just 
the basic design (sans lettering, etc.), and 
then cast a raised iron model from the 
plaster impression. 

In an attempt to improve upon the proc- 
ess, Longacre tried to electroplate a gal- 
vano for the reverse of the Double Eagle, 
but the experiment either failed or was 
sabotaged by his enemies. Today, the gal- 
vano is used in the traditional and long- 
accepted method of transferring a design 
modeled in plaster to a reducing lathe, 
though the U.S. Mint is beginning to use 
epoxy molds to replace the galvanoes.

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Longacre’s first attempts at 
creating hubs were plagued by difficulties in balancing 
the relief of the finished coins. 


The iron model was used on the reduc- 
ing lathe to shape a raised steel punch the 
same size as the image on the finished 
coin. After hand tooling to restore any 
details lost in the transfer process, the de- 
sign punch was hardened and then sunk 
into the end of a softened die blank. 

Prior to Gobrecht's innovations, the de- 
sign punch had to be sunk into each and 
every working die used, followed by the 
letters, numbers, stars and rim applied 
one by one via hand-held punches. Once 
the die wore out or broke, the work was 
wasted. Gobrecht's idea to hand punch 
one master die and then reproduce it revo- 
lutionized die production at the U.S. Mint. 

Gobrecht used a ring punch to add a 
denticled rim around the design, then 
added the appropriate stars and letters to 
the field in and around the image. Once 
this was done, the word LIBERTY could be 
punched letter by letter into the designs 

that bore the word raised on the finished 
coin, such as the $20 and $3 gold pieces 
and the Indian Head cent. Finally, the cyl- 
inder was trimmed and hardened, and be- 
came a completed master die. 

When preparing the $20 obverse master 
die used from 1850 to 1858, Longacre mis- 
spelled LIBERTY on the coronet as LLBER- 
TY. It is not known if this was an accident 
or if Longacre simply did not have a let- 
ter I punch of that particular size, delib- 
erately used the L punch twice and tried 
to tool away the tail of the second L. 

A softened steel rod was sunk into a 
hardened master die to create a working 
hub with raised designs like those on the 
finished coin. Hand punched into the hub 
was incuse lettering, such as LIBERTY on 
gold dollars, copper-nickel three-cent pieces 
and most Seated Liberty coins, and the 
designer's initials J.B.L. on Double Eagles. 

Once touched up, trimmed and hard- 
ened, the working hub was used to make 
any number of working dies over a period 
of years. Because it was necessary to sink 
the hub into the die two or more times 
to complete the impression, with the die 
annealed or heat-softened between hub- 
bings, dies were sometimes misaligned

when put back under the hub, resulting 
in a doubled image on all or part of the 
die. The coins struck from such dies are 
called doubled die errors. 

The individual working dies were hand 
punched with date and/or mintmark 
punches and delivered to the respective 
mints. Dies were shipped to the branch 
mints in an unhardened state so that they 
would be useless to a counterfeiter should 
they become lost in transit (unless, of 
course, the counterfeiter hardened the 
dies himself). At the mints the coiners 
hardened the dies, polished the surfaces 
and used them to strike the actual coins. 

Longacre's first attempts at creating 
hubs were plagued by difficulties in bal- 
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ancing the relief of the finished coins. In 
the days before mechanical counting ma- 
chines, the thickness of the coin at the 
rim had to be consistent so that coins 
could be quickly tallied by counting out 
a sample stack and measuring other 
stacks against it. This practice survives 
today in the counting of gaming tokens 
on the tables in Las Vegas, Atlantic City 
and elsewhere. 

If the main design of a coin is higher 
than the rim, or if the rim is too thin or 
uneven to provide a base for the coin atop 
it, the stack may topple or stand shorter 
or taller than the stack next to it. Long- 
acre's new designs, especially the Double 
Eagle, were criticized on the grounds that 
they would not stack. 

The gold dollar and Double Eagle were 
authorized by the Act of March 3, 1849. 
Longacre began working on the dollar 
first, and by May 7 had completed a pair 
of obverse and reverse master dies. This 
was a very respectable completion time, 
even if he had formulated plans prior to 
passage of the Act. 

Peale then took over and began strik- 
ing coins on May 8, possibly using the ac- 
tual master dies rather than waiting for 
copy dies to be made. After only some 
1,000 pieces were struck the dies failed in 
some way, and Longacre was forced to

make a new set. The obverse working hub 
raised up from this second set of master 
dies was marked with the initial L on the 
truncation of the neck after it had been 
used to sink a few working dies. 

Eventually a third set of master dies had 
to be created, showing a slightly larger 
head on the obverse and a more-closed 
wreath on the reverse. This third set was 
used until the design was replaced in 1854. 

All these revisions took time, and work 
on the Double Eagle was delayed until 
late 1849. For the obverse Longacre em- 
ployed the same iron model as that used 
for the dollar but reduced it to a lesser 
degree. He arranged the stars differently 
to leave room for the date below the head, 
and added LIBERTY on the coronet as 
previously described. 

For the reverse he created an entirely 
new design featuring an elaborately or- 
namented eagle. Longacre's drawings, as 
found in the National Portrait Gallery and 
elsewhere, show his fascination for eagles. 
Many sketches depict eagles in poses tak- 
en from ancient coins, and one die trial 
in the Library Company of Philadelphia's 
collection shows an eagle grasping a light- 
ning bolt, a popular ancient theme. 

Peale rejected Longacre's first set of 
Double Eagle dies on the grounds that the

relief of the head was too high, and that 
any coins struck from them would not 
stack. Only one trial strike from these 
dies survives today, in the collection of 
the Smithsonian Institution, and those 
who have examined it say that it stacks 
just fine. Longacre was forced to redo his 
master dies, causing the introduction of 
the Double Eagle to be delayed until 1850. 

In 1851 Congress voted to reduce the 
price of a postage stamp from five to three 
cents, and then authorized production of 
a three-cent coin to facilitate its purchase.

Longacre submitted plans for a design that 
finally was adopted, while Peale actually 
went so far as to use some of Gobrecht's 
old punches to recreate dies for a pattern 
silver three-cent piece originally designed 
by Gobrecht in 1836. 

There was no ethical excuse or practical 
reason for Peale' s actions, other than to 
again attempt taking over the engraving 
department. However, having survived 
Peale's earlier attempts, Longacre was able 
to fend off this new attack, and his design 
was accepted with a minimum of debate. 

In February 1853 Congress authorized 
a reduction in the weight of the silver half 
dollar, quarter, dime and half dime to al- 


low these denominations to circulate in 
the face of rising silver prices. Tacked on- 
to this numismatically important bill was 
a relatively minor clause authorizing the 
issuance of a $3 gold piece, ostensibly so 
that people might use it to purchase 100 
stamps or 100 three-cent silver pieces. In 
actuality it was merely an excuse for the 
gold producers to sell more bullion to the 
Mint, but, if this was a necessary compro- 
mise to assure the continuation of silver 
coinage in this country, it was a small 
price to pay. 

Longacre was busy through the balance 
of 1853 manufacturing the dies necessary 
for the wholesale recoinage of America's 
fractional silver coins, and so was not able 
to prepare dies for the $3 gold piece until 
1854. By then Peale was busy fighting to 
keep his own job (he was forced to resign 
in December 1854), and so Longacre was 
free to choose his own designs. 

For the obverse he selected another var- 
iation of the Liberty head facing left, but 
this time with an Indian's bonnet of feath- 
ers replacing the coronet. In later cor- 
respondence Longacre stated that he felt

the resulting design showed an ideal head 
of America, the Indian headdress being 
more appropriate to American coinage 
than the Greek liberty cap copied off 
French revolutionary coins or a royal 
symbol, such as the coronet. 

The profile is basically the same as that 
found on the gold dollar, $20 gold piece, 
Indian Head cent and copper-nickel three- 
cent piece. Popular legend has it that the 
profile is that of Longacre's daughter, 
Sarah, who was bom in 1828 and could 
have influenced her father's work. The 
legend claims, in several variations, that 
Sarah either tried on the headdress of a 
visiting Indian chief or had it placed on 
her head, thereby inspiring her father to 
design the Indian Head cent. 

However, the legend usually ignores the 
fact that the profile was used on five dif- 
ferent gold coins up to ten years before it 
was used on the cent. Longacre himself

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claimed to have been influenced by the 
statue "Venus Acroupii" (Crouching Venus) 
in the Gabinetto della Maschere of the 
Vatican Museums. 

It is possible that the truth combines 
some or all of these explanations, the cre- 
ative process tending to be more cumula- 
tive than inspirational. Longacre may in- 
deed have modeled his basic profile after 
his daughter's face, but attributed it to the 
Venus statue it resembled to avoid charges 
of nepotism or to spare his daughter the 
notoriety of appearing on a coin. Sarah (or 
her younger sister Eliza?) may have placed 
a headdress on her head when a delegation 
of American Indians visited the Philadel- 
phia Mint and/or Longacre's home in 1844, 
thereby inspiring her father, either con- 
sciously or subconsciously, to design the 
Indian Head coinage of 1854 and 1859. 2 

For the reverse of the $3 piece, Longacre 
created a completely new wreath of agri- 
cultural products, namely com, wheat, 
cotton and tobacco. Prior to this, wreaths 
invariably consisted of laurel, olive or 
palm, traditional symbols of victory and / 
or peace. The agricultural wreath was a 
symbol as uniquely American as the In- 
dian headdress. 

The original wax models for the $3 coin 
still survive, illustrating how the designs 
were prepared without lettering for reduc- 
tion on the lathe. This also enabled Long- 
acre to use the resultant iron castings 
more than once,- the head was later used 
for the Type 3 gold dollar of 1856, and the 
reverse was used on the Type 2 gold dollar 
of 1854 and the Flying Eagle cent of 1856. 

A new master die was created for the 
$3 reverse in 1856 for the express purpose 
of enlarging the size of the letters in the 
word DOLLARS. Though merely a cosmet- 
ic change, it did result in an interesting 
variety of 1856 $3 Proofs, on which the 
reverse working die was impressed first 
with the small DOLLARS hub and then 
the large DOLLARS hub, thereby doubling 
the letters. 

The remainder of the 1850s was a busy 
time for Longacre. After experimenting 
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The bulk of the collection 
consisted of 285 lots of U.S. Mint medals, a few of 
which Longacre had engraved himself.

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with a medium-sized Flying Eagle cent in 
1854 and 1855, he created a small-sized 
Flying Eagle cent that was struck in pat- 
tern form in 1856 and for general circula- 
tion the following year. Not satisfied with 
it, possibly because he did not create the 
obverse design and originally intended the 
reverse design to be used for gold denom- 
inations, he created the Indian Head cent 
adopted in 1859. Even then he was not sat- 
isfied, and in 1860 replaced the laurel 
wreath reverse of 1859 with an oak wreath 
reverse featuring arrows and a shield. 

Unable to replace Gobrecht's silver coin 
designs with a Liberty head of his own 
creation, Longacre remodeled the dime 
and half dime in 1860. In 1864 he created 
the two-cent piece using an original shield 
design, while in 1865 he recalled his stand- 
ard profile for the copper-nickel three-cent 
piece. In 1866 he created the copper-nickel 
five-cent piece using another variation of 
the shield, while preparing new master 
dies with IN GOD WE TRUST for the re- 
verses of the larger denominations. 

Longacre died on New Year's Day, 1869. 


His two-cent piece, silver three-cent piece 
and half dime were phased out in 1873, 
and his Shield nickel design was replaced 
in 1883. The look-alike $1 and $3 denom- 
inations were dropped in 1889, along with 
the latter's three-cent reason for being. 
The $20 survived two modifications un- 
til being replaced in 1907 and the Indian 
Head cent endured until 1909. Longacre 's 
last surviving work is seldom recognized 
as such, but his cereal wreath reverse for 
the dime was used virtually unchanged 
until 1916, 47 years after his death. 

Longacre' s collection of coins and med- 
als was sold at auction by M. Thomas & 
Sons Auctioneers on January 21, 1870. 3 
The catalog from the sale includes a fair 
assortment of U.S. coins struck through 
1868, many of them in Proof condition, 
plus one 118-lot section entitled "U.S. 
Pattern Pieces." It is footnoted "The dies 
of these pieces have all been destroyed," 
a reassurance to those collectors aware of 
the numerous scandals involving unofficial 
restriking of various U.S. coins and 
patterns. 

The bulk of the collection consisted of 
285 lots of U.S. Mint medals, a few of

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which Longacre had engraved himself. 
Foreign medals and coins also were rep- 
resented, including 33 lots of 1867 and 
1868 Chilean Proof coins that had been 
engraved by him. 

The last section is the most intriguing, 
entitled "Composition Casts, Impressions 
of Dies, Steel Plates, &c." Included were 
several dozen iron, brass, lead, aluminum, 
plaster and wax impressions of various 
heads, eagles and wreaths. 

Some were well identified, such as lot 
594, a "Lead Cast, rev. of double eagle, in 
velvet-lined box, 7 inches in diameter," or 
lot 579, "4 Plaster Casts of the Ingraham 
Medal, 4 inches in diameter," the latter 
entry having been corrected in pencil by 
the bidder from 4 pieces to 6. Several other 
descriptions likewise were corrected by the 
unknown bidder, who seems to have 
known more about these unusual items 
than the cataloger. 

However, some of the descriptions are 
maddeningly incomplete, such as lot 585, 
given as "2 Copper Casts, Indian Head and 


Tobacco Wreath, 4 inches in diameter." 
Are these two "copper casts" metallic 
reproductions of the wax models for the 
$3 gold piece, made for some unknown 
reason, or are they, in fact, the wax mod- 
els themselves, hastily misattributed by 
the cataloger? The wax models are 
sculpted in red wax on four-inch copper 
or bronze discs, one of which may have 
been a Mint medal planchet. 

This author would like to know what 
lot 585 actually was but fears he will have 
to wait to ask the cataloger himself 
someday.

Jump Into 
Numismatics 

AT THE 11th NATIONAL 
SCOUT JAMBOREE 


Privately issued tokens , woods and medals 
abounded at the jamboree. 


More than 32,000 scouts and scout leaders from the United States and 19 foreign 
countries gathered together for the Boy Scouts of America 1985 National Scout Jam- 
boree, which took place at Fort A.P. Hill in Bowling Green, Virginia, July 23-30. Revolv- 
ing around the theme "The Spirit Lives On," this 11th annual celebration also com- 
memorated the 75th anniversary of the Boy Scouts in America. 

Activities were many and varied throughout the celebration, and the jamboree grounds 
were broken up into various areas according to program topics. For example, booths 
offering information about boating, sailing, wind surfing, scuba diving, rafting and canoe- 
ing were grouped together in one area. A centrally located conservation booth described 
the area's natural resources, and scouts eager to test their marksmanship were directed 
to three program areas set up for rifle, shotgun and archery target practice. Physical 
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fitness areas for patrol activities included 
a "confidence" or obstacle course, moto- 
cross, and a handicapped-awareness course, 
all of which helped to broaden the scouts' 
understanding of themselves and others. 
Those who preferred more quiet activity 
enjoyed fishing in the early morning or 
late afternoon at a secluded, stocked lake. 

The Merit Badge Midway consisted of 
six large tents housing a total of ninety 
booths, each relating to a particular merit 
badge. The booth for the Coin Collecting 
Merit Badge, manned by ANA District 
Representative George Cuhaj with assist- 
ance from ANA-member scouts Reidan 
Cruz and Anthony Scarpantonio, stressed 
the collecting of U.S. coins and paper 
money. Among the various displays was 
a 20th-century type set; examples of ma- 
jor types of American currency, including 
National bank notes, Federal Reserve 
notes, and gold and silver certificates; and 
samplings of ancient, medieval and mod- 
em foreign coins. The booth was gaily 
decorated with posters from the Hungar- 
ian Bank depicting ancient and modem 
coinage and current paper notes and 
medals.

Numismatic items specifically related 
to the Boy Scouts also were displayed and 
included the esteemed Eagle Scout, Quar- 
termaster and Ranger medals; the Medal 
of Merit, the BSA's second-highest lifesav- 
ing award; the Silver Beaver, a council- 
level award; several religious award med- 
als; and a number of training awards. 

An estimated 8,000 visitors stopped by 
the Coin Collecting Merit Badge booth to 
view displays and ask questions. ANA Ex- 
ecutive Vice President Edward Rochette 
flew in from Colorado Springs for a two- 
day visit, and the Association's newly 
elected vice president, Steve Taylor, also 
enjoyed a day at the jamboree with Dis- 
trict Representatives John and Phil Green- 
slet of Reisterstown, Maryland. Coin 
World representatives distributed approx- 
imately 5,000 complimentary copies of a 
special 8-page issue dedicated to the Boy 
Scouts, and a donated copy of the Coin 
World Almanac was won by Arizona Boy 
Scout Robert Lovett in a special drawing 
near the end of the jamboree. 

Also of interest to visitors and numis- 
matists was the Printing Merit Badge 
booth run by the Engravers Union of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Under 
the direction of Union President Don 
Bradley, a hand-engraved intaglio die was 
prepared and 25,000 special souvenir cards 
were printed for distribution to visitors. 
Following the close of the jamboree, the 
die was destroyed.

Decade of Independence Celebrated 

Mozambique has issued two Proof 
coins, struck by the British Royal Mint, 
to mark the 10th anniversary of the coun- 
try's independence following 500 years as 
a Portuguese colony. The 25mm 2,000 
meticais, which contains 17.5g of .917 
gold, is limited to a mintage of 100, while 
the 38.6mm sterling silver 250 meticais 
is limited to 3,500. 

The Mozambican coat-of-arms, together 
with the inscription REPUBLICA POPU- 
LAR DE MOZAMBIQUE, appears on the 
common obverse. The common reverse, 
designed by Royal Mint engraver Robert 
Elderton, shows a stylized map of Mozam- 
bique, upon which is superimposed a star 
symbolizing the internationalist spirit of 
the Mozambican revolution. Available 
from the British Royal Mint, the gold 
Proof sells for US$429; silver Proof, $35. 



MALAWI 

Independence Commemorated 

Formerly the British protectorate of 
Nyasaland, the African country of Malawi 
has issued a limited number of 10-kwacha 
coins to mark the 20th anniversary of its 
establishment as a republic on July 6, 
1966. At that time, Malawi's coinage was 
based on the old British currency of 
pounds and shillings, but in 1971 decimal- 
ization brought the new monetary unit of 
the kwacha, which equals 100 tambalas. 

The 38.6mm 10-kwacha piece is struck 
in both .917 gold and .925 silver, weighing 
47. 5g and 28.3g, respectively. Designed by 
Michael Rizello, the reverse features a fish 
eagle with wings spread against a rising 



sun, symbolizing a new era of independ- 
ence and representing the word kwacha, 
which means "dawn." The obverse de- 
picts His Excellency President H. Kamuzu 
Banda and was designed by Paul Vincze. 
Mintage is limited to 50 gold and 5,000 
silver pieces. 

Malawi also has issued 10,000 1985 
base-metal Proof sets, consisting of five 
coins in 1-, 2-, 5-, 10- and 20-tambala 
denominations, all of which carry Vincze's 
standard obverse. Reverses, also created 
by Vincze, depict native wildlife — a 
mother elephant and calf, maize cobs, the 
purple heron, the paradise whydah and 
the cockerel, which often is used as an 
official Malawian symbol. 

The 10-kwacha gold Proof sells for 
US$950; silver Proof, $29.95; and the 
5-coin 1985 Proof set, $29.95. Orders and 
inquiries should be directed to the British 
Royal Mint. 

AZORES 

Autonomy Celebrated in Silver 

A Portuguese archipelago consisting of 
nine islands and a few islets in the North 
Atlantic Ocean, Azores was first dis- 
covered in 1427 and was granted autono- 
mous status by the Portuguese govern- 
ment in 1976.

Lisbon State Mint, the Regional Finance 
Office of Azores offers two 1980-dated 
commemorative coins, in denominations 
of 25 and 100 escudos, honoring the 
islands' rich heritage. 

Sharing a common design, the coins 
feature on the obverse the denomination 
and the inscriptions REPUBLICA POR- 
TUGUESA and ACORES; a stylized Por- 
tuguese coat-of-arms and nine stars, each 
representing an island of the archipelago, 
complete the design. The reverse carries 
the coat-of-arms of Azores, the inscription 
REGIAO AUTONOMA DOS ACORES, and 
the date. 

Azores' 100- and 25-escudo commemo- 
ratives, struck in Proof condition and 
available only in sets, measure 34mm and 
28.5mm and weigh 16.

Daub Designs Liberty Medal 

An unusual oval design won top honors 
in a Statue of Liberty centennial medal 
competition staged by the American Nu- 
mismatic Society. Submitted by well- 
known Philadelphia medalist Eugene 
Daub, the design appears on an ANS medal 
issued this autumn for public sale. 

The medal shows Miss Liberty's head 
and a portion of her shoulder in very high 
relief on the obverse, depicting "less a ren- 
dition of the statue and more that of a 
woman," according to Alan Stahl, curator 
of medals at the ANS museum. The re- 
verse features Liberty's torch and the in- 
scription LIBERTY. 



Stahl notes the medal is envisioned as 
the first in a series of ANS issues com- 
memorating major public events. The 
Society "wants to get back to the position 
that it held at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, when it issued medals for important 
events of general public interest, rather 
than just internal activities." 

Plans call for initial production of 1,000 
serially numbered specimens — 500 in 
bronze and 500 in .999 silver , priced at $30 
(plus $4 registered postage) and $175 (plus 
$5 postage). A set of medals with match- 
ing serial numbers sells for $208 postpaid.

UNITED NATIONS 

FAO Lauds African Farmer 

The Food and Agricultural Organization 
of the United Nations has issued a medal 
dedicated to African farmers, who pres- 
ently are besieged by continent-wide food 
shortages. The shortages that 21 African 
nations are facing are not the result of a 
single bad season but rather the cumula- 
tive effect of a decade or more in which 
food production has failed to keep pace 
with population growth, soils and range- 
lands have deteriorated, and the natural 
resilience of the rural peoples has worn 
down. 

While emergency relief is invaluable, 
the FAO believes that rehabilitation is the 
only alternative to continuing emergency 
assistance. African countries want re- 
covery, not relief. As President Nyerere 
has noted, "Food aid is very important, 
but it is the means of production that we 
most need." 

With this in mind, the FAO commis- 
sioned Sergio Giandomenico, former en- 
graver of the Italian Mint, to design its "In 
Support of Africa's Food Producers" medal. 
The piece shows on the obverse a young 
woman learning to drive a tractor in 
Botswana; the reverse depicts two hands 
holding seed (symbolizing resources cru- 
cial to the African farmer) above a second 
pair of hands examining a seedling. 

Struck by the Picchiani and Barlacchi 
Mint in Florence, Italy, 50mm bronze, 
50mm sterling silver and 28mm 18kt-gold 
medals sell for US$20, $65 and $265, 
respectively; mintage is limited to 2,000, 
1,000 and 500. Each medal is issued with 
a certificate of authenticity, and orders 
will be filled on a strictly-sequential basis.

300, Washington, D.C. 20437. Proceeds 
from the sale of FAO medals are used to 
finance FAO projects in developing 
countries.

RCPers Win Awards for NCW Participation 


National Coin Week '85 has been 
history for several months now, at least 
as far as most numismatists are con- 
cerned. And what history! NCW is the 
largest and most visible event sponsored 
annually by the ANA for the general 
public. For Roman Coin Project partici- 
pants, however, the event is not over 
until the winners of the annual NCW / 
RCP competition have been announced. 

Each year, RCPers taking part in the 
NCW celebration have the option of 
entering a private competition, spon- | 
sored by the RCP, whereby they can 
winsome very special Roman and Byz- 
antine coins to add to their collections. 
The only requirement for entry in the 
competition is that mention of the RCP 
must be incorporated into contestants' 
National Coin Week projects. 

This year the winner of the adult com- 
i petition was Frank L. Hicks Jr. of North 
Salt Lake City, Utah. Frank organized 
an exhibit for the South Davis County 
Library entitled "Christianity Behind 
Old Roman Coins," and went to great 
pains to write interesting historical

presentations about the eight coins he 
earned through the RCP. He included 
examples of both ancient Roman coins 
and current Vatican coins, as well as 
several reference books, and was careful 
to distinguish between the Roman and 
Byzantine Empires, offering simple but 
useful bits of information. For his ef- 
forts Frank was awarded a silver anto- 
ninianus of Philip I (244-49 A.D.). 

The junior winner was Robert J. 
Novack of Cahokia, Illinois, a senior 
communications student at Cahokia 
High School. Robert solicited the aid of 
ten other communications majors and 
supervised the preparation and broadcast 
of NCW advertisements over Cahokia 
radio station WRTE, April 14-27. Robert 
and his crew stressed the theme "Nu- 
mismatics: Open the Door With Books," 
and encouraged both juniors and adults 
to participate in the Roman Coin Proj- 
ect. The competition's judges awarded 
Robert a silver antoninianus of Clau- 
dius II Gothicus (268-70 A.D.) for his 
efforts. 

Winning special recognition in the 
junior competition were members of 
Cub Scout Pack #3 of Helena, Montana. 
Barely old enough to participate in the 
contest, the boys were permitted some 
adult assistance with their project, 
which noted the 75th anniversary of 
Boy Scouting in America. Somehow 
these scouts were able to secure 600 
1910-dated cents, 600 1985-dated cents, 
and 600 Cub Scout seals, which they 
neatly stacked together in containers 
and gave away! They also prepared an 
exhibit that included a few Roman 
coins borrowed from Shawn H. Duthie, 
their adult advisor. For their unique and 
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original idea, each of the scouts was 
awarded a 4th-century Roman coin. 

Competition among the adults was 
stiff, and choosing a winner wasn't 
easy. Even more difficult was choosing 
second-, third- and fourth-place win- 
ners. Instead, the judges simply declared 
a tie, awarding Doug McDonald of 
Reno, Nevada, an antoninianus of 
Tacitus (275-76 A.D.); Sanford Zilber- 
berg of Cincinnati, Ohio, an antonin- 
ianus of Maximianus (286-305 A.D.);

and Tim Glovola of Scottdale, Pennsyl- 
vania, a handsome follis of Diocletian 
(284-305 A.D.). 

The prizes awarded each year in the 
NCW/RCP competition are of superior 
quality and make fine additions to any 
Roman coin collection.

Washington 

Today, when one thinks of Wash- 
ington numismatic items, the first 
thing that comes to mind is the omni- 
present Washington quarter dollar, a 
coin that has been with us since 1932. 
The typical numismatist may reflect 
upon the desirability of owning one of 
the scarcer varieties within this series — 
perhaps an Uncirculated example of the 
1932-D, 1932-S or 1936-D. Or perhaps 
he or she will puzzle over such newly 
discovered varieties as a 1950-D with 
the D over S mintmark, or the 1950-S 
with the S over D mintmark, both of 
which are now listed in A Guide Book 
of United States Coins. (Varieties such 
as these make one wonder what was 
happening in the Mint's engraving de- 
partment, or at least the mintmark- 
punching area, back in 1950!) 

Beyond the Washington quarter dol- 
lar are two commemoratives — the 1900 
Lafayette silver dollar, which pictures 
both Washington and Lafayette on the 
obverse, and the 1982 George Washing- 
ton half dollar. The 1926 sesquicenten- 
nial commemorative half dollar, con- 
sidered by many collectors to be of low 
desirability, at least with respect to 
sharpness and relief of design, also bears 
Washington's portrait. 

It may come as some surprise to 
those who are accustomed to reading 
about the "hot" popularity of Morgan 

iia Explored 

dollars to leam that a century ago, in 
1885, Washington items led the popu- 
larity parade. Of course, the Washing- 
ton coins mentioned previously had yet 
to be minted, so emphasis was on med- 
als and earlier coins bearing the portrait 
of the Father of Our Country. No doubt 
the 1885 appearance of William S. 
Baker's Medallic Portraits of Washing- 
ton capitalized on the burgeoning inter- 
est in Washingtonia and served to in- 
crease it further. 

A quarter of a century earlier, on Feb- 
ruary 22, 1860, the Washington Cabinet 
of Medals was inaugurated as part of the 
coin collection at the Philadelphia 
Mint, and a series of 60mm bronze and 
silver medals was struck to commem- 
orate the event. Mint officials were so 
enamored of Washington coins and to- 
kens that they occasionally exchanged 
restrike delicacies such as the 1804 
silver dollar, 1836-39 Gobrecht dollars 
and early patterns for pieces needed in 
the Mint's collection. 

After the 1880s interest in Washing- 
ton pieces languished. According to Rus- 
sell Rulau and George Fuld in their new 
book, Medallic Portraits of Washing- 
ton, "Collector interest in the series fell 
to a low point about 1940, and as re- 
cently as 1950 Washington pieces were 
selling for less than they did in 1860!" 

Named for the 1885 Baker work, 
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Rulau and Fuld's new text comprises 
308 pages and lists every issue from the 
19th century and earlier, as well as 
many 20th-century pieces known to the 
authors. Each item is assigned a refer- 
ence number and description, and, 
when available, pricing information is 
included. 

'There has been a massive renewal 
of interest on the part of Americans in 
the numismatics of the Father of [Our] 
Country, urged along by the 1965 re- 
print-revision of the Baker work by 
George Fuld, the American bicenten- 
nial observance in 1976, the sale of the 
Garrett Collection of Washingtonia in 
1980, and especially by the delightful 
appearance of the 250th birthday an- 
niversary commemorative half dollar 
for George Washington in 1982." 

Just how "massive" this renewal is 
might be a matter for debate, for I doubt 
the average "collector in the street" 
could care a whit about many little- 
known early Washington pieces. How- 
ever, when compared to the low point 
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of interest evidenced years ago, Wash- 
ingtonia certainly is receiving increased 
attention today. 

This probably is for the best, as sim- 
ply not enough early Washington pieces 
exist to go around should 10,000 collec- 
tors become interested all at once! For 
example, on certain U.S. large cents, 
half dollars and other coins there ap- 
pears a counterstamp that features on 
one side a portrait of George Washing- 
ton and on the other a representation 
of General Lafayette. Russ Rulau and 
George Fuld suggest that an American 
large cent impressed with this counter- 
stamp is worth $250 in Very Fine grade 
and $500 in Uncirculated preservation. 
Without dwelling on the fact that no 
Uncirculated specimen has appeared on 
the market in years, I note that prob- 
ably no more than two dozen such 
coins exist in all of numismatics. If 
10,000 people desired specimens, what 
would the price be? $50,000 each? 

Another example lies in a medal cat- 
aloged as #257 in the Rulau/Fuld text. 
It is a silver impression of the so-called 
"Letter to Hamilton" piece, which 
depicts Washington on the obverse and 
the text of a letter addressed to Alex- 
ander Hamilton on the reverse. Just five 
silver specimens were struck, yet in 
Proof grade the medal is valued at only 
$1,200. Ten bronze issues are known, 
valued at $400 each, while white-metal 
examples originally numbered fourteen 
and are pegged at $350 apiece. 

Clearly, early Washington medals, 
particularly those issued prior to the 
1876 centennial (when many Washing- 
ton items appeared), are in a class by 
themselves, labeled both scarce and 
relatively inexpensive. In my opinion, 
the field can comfortably support two 
to three dozen collectors who buy 
pieces casually,- however, any more 
than that and there simply won't be 
enough material to go around. Later 
Washington issues are another story, 
but although some of the pieces pro- 
duced in the last century exist in more 
ample quantities, there still is only 
enough material to support the inter- 
ests of a few hundred collectors — even 
if not everyone aspires to own a "Let- 
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ter to Hamilton" in silver for $1,200. 

In reading through the new Rulau/ 

| Fuld book, I find it a delightful smor- j 
gasbord of information. Having worked 
! with many outstanding examples of 
Washingtonia in the past, including 
pieces from the Scott Collection, Gar- 
rett Collection and other holdings, I can 
appreciate the many years of research 
that went into this reference. Tireless 
effort must have been put forth to ac- 
quire the largest collection of Washing- 
tonia photographs ever gathered togeth- 
er in a single volume (the earlier work 
by W.S. Baker was notably deficient in 
this regard, and more-recent auction 
catalogs and price lists have, for the 
most part, illustrated only the expen- 
sive pieces, ignoring many inexpensive 
yet interesting items). 

The authors draw attention to puz- 
zles that exist within the Washington 
series. For example, little is known con- 
cerning the relatively common 1783 
"Georgius Triumpho" cent, a copper 
coin carrying "a portrait that resembles 
George the III far more than George 
Washington, but authorities consider 
this token to commemorate the suc- 
cessful termination of the Revolution- 
ary War." Why would the despised 
English king be depicted on a coin in- 
tended to commemorate our own George 
Washington? A mystery, although the 
authors do relate opinions of several 
scholars on the subject. 

Also addressed is the curious "Wash- 
ington the Great" token, sometimes 
referred to as the "Ugly Head" issue, 
which depicts Washington wearing nei- 
ther his wig nor his false teeth. This 
piece may represent an exception to 
the authors' statement: "Interestingly, 
George Washington has apparently never 
J been satirized on a medallic work. All 
medals show nothing but respect — 
though the workmanship of some of 
them is execrable and thus may be said 
to show some sort of indirect lack of 
respect." 

Martha Washington also commands 
her share of attention in the catalog, as 
do numerous other individuals whose 
representations appear on different 
items as mulings or in combination

with Washington's portrait, including 
Abraham Lincoln, Andrew Jackson, 
Thomas Jefferson, Edward Everett, 
George McClellan, Henry Clay, Daniel 
Webster, Benjamin Franklin and Gen- 
eral Lafayette. 

Among the most curious of all Wash- 
ington pieces is the so-called "Eight 
Presidents" medal, which features on 
its obverse the portraits of eight Amer- 
ican Presidents, Washington central 
among them. Apparently the engraver 
for this issue never studied American 
History 101, or perhaps he never took 
a spelling course, for we see Presidents 
with such interesting names as MAD- 
DISON, MUNROE and JACKSONS. Wash- 
ington's own name is misspelled on 
other medals, with variations such as 
WASINGTON and WASSINGTON ap- 
pearing. It has been said that Shake- 
speare's name has been spelled several 
dozen different ways, so perhaps two 
variations are not too many for our own 
George Washington. 

Rulau and Fuld's Medallic Portraits 
of Washington is a true numismatic 
treasure, even for those lacking a bum- 
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ing interest in Washingtonia. All that 
is required is an intellectual curiosity, 
an appreciation of American history 
and an interest in numismatics. Leaf- 
ing through the pages and reading the 
descriptions are bound to further your 
interest. 

Author George Fuld's contributions 
to numismatics are well-known and in- 
clude research in the field of Civil War 
tokens, early store cards and numerous 
other series. Along with his father, 
Melvin, George authored a column en- 
titled "For Token Collectors" that was, 
for many years, a monthly feature in 


The Numismatist. 

I don't know what Russell Rulau does 
with his spare time, if he has any. I 
don't even know how he finds any time 
to earn a living, for his involvement in 
the area of tokens and medals has been 
so fantastic that it must leave scarcely 
a minute for anything else. His series 
of books on early American tokens and 
medals, issued in several volumes by 
Krause Publications, stands today as the 
standard work in that field, and Medal- 
lie Portraits of Washington is yet anoth- 
er piece of beautiful plumage to add to 
his already multi-feathered cap.

Three-Party Exchange Can Solve Tax Dilemma 


Exchanges involving numismatic in- 
vestments can qualify for nonrecogni- 
tion of gain or loss, but to qualify for 
this special nontaxable status, it is im- 
perative that the taxpayer not receive 
cash as part of the exchange transaction. 

Unfortunately, it is frequently diffi- 
cult to find someone with whom to 
conduct a like-kind exchange because 
the individual whose coins you wish to 
acquire might prefer to sell for cash 
rather than become involved in a trade. 
In such cases the three-party exchange 
is a useful technique for solving the tax 
dilemma. 

If you can find someone who is will- 
ing to pay cash and help execute a 
triangular exchange, you will be able to 
obtain the benefits of a tax-free ex- 
change and a cash sale can still be 
created for the individual who has the 
coins that you wish to acquire. 

Following are two examples that il- 
lustrate acceptable forms of three-party 
exchanges. Both assume that the tax- 
payer, Adelle, wishes to exchange her 


silver dollar investment for a collection 
of 19th-century pennies owned by Bar- 
bara. Barbara prefers to receive cash for 
her collection of pennies rather than 
engage in an exchange. 

Example 1: Adelle transfers her silver 
dollars to Norma, a third-party. Norma 
then gives cash to Barbara, and Barbara 
transfers her 19th-century pennies to 
Adelle. For Adelle, this transaction 
would be treated as a nontaxable ex- 
change even though she transferred her 
silver dollars to someone other than the 
person from whom she received the 
pennies. 

Example 2: Norma could purchase 
the pennies from Barbara and then im- 
mediately exchange these coins for the 
silver dollars owned by Adelle. The 
transaction would be treated as a non- 
taxable exchange for Adelle if it could 
be shown that Adelle intended to make 
an exchange and if Norma used her own 
funds to acquire Barbara's pennies. 

Now suppose Adelle and Barbara ex- 
change their coins with each other. 
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Norma then purchases Adelle's former 
silver dollars from Barbara. The courts 
have maintained that this type of trans- 
action will qualify as an exchange for 
Adelle. However, the Internal Revenue 
Service might attempt to treat this com- 
plex exchange as a taxable transaction 
by asserting that Barbara was, in fact, 
acting as Adelle's agent for a sale. 

Be careful! If the details of a three- 
party exchange get more complicated 
than these examples, there's a good 
possibility that the IRS will challenge 
the nontaxable status of the transac- 
tions. (For additional details about 
three-party exchanges, see the 1962 Tax 
Court Case, J.H. Baird Publishing Co., 
Revenue Rulings 57-244 and 77-297 .) 

Tax Queries 

Q. In the May 1985 issue of The 


Numismatist you suggested selling 
$15,000 worth of dimes at a gain and 
buying them back immediately in order 
to receive a "stepped-up" basis. Isn't 
this a "wash sale"? I was under the im- 
pression that the IRS frowned on this 
type of transaction. 


A. When you sell coins, stock or other 
investments at a loss and replace the 
property within 30 days, the loss will 
be treated as a wash sale and will be 
disallowed by the IRS. However, the 
wash sale disallowance provisions do 
not apply to property that is sold at a 
gain. Thus, in the example outlined, the 
gain that resulted from the $15,000 sale 
will be recognized by the IRS, even 
though the coins were immediately 
replaced.

Coin Market 

Today's coin market has developed 
into the most active since 1980. Unlike 
the boom of five years ago, however, it 
has been fueled not by a massive bul- 
lion move but by three major mega- 
trends: professional marketing, double 
guarantees and new coinage production 
by the U.S. Mint. 

More than anything else, the intro- 
duction of professional marketing has 
increased coin sales and demand in the 
past year. Techniques such as list rent- 
als, telemarketing and innovative mail 
packages are among those that have in- 
creased sales drastically. 

List rental involves the "renting" of, 
say, a desirable publication's list of 
subscribers to a second company for the 
purpose of mail advertising. Though 
advertising the company's product, the 
mailing is done completely under the 
auspices of the publication owning the 
list of names, thereby enabling the 
publication to rent the list to many dif- 
ferent clients. Companies renting such

lists often set up special phone lines or 
code the mailings in an effort to moni- 
tor the orders generated, thereby deter- 
mining the value of a particular rental. 

Telemarketing is just what it sounds 
like — marketing a product over the 
telephone. Calls are either lead-gener- 
ated or "cold," meaning they are made 
to persons who have expressed no prior 
interest in the product being offered. 
Unfortunately, telemarketing is in- 
creasingly employed by fly-by-night 
firms trying to market overgraded or 
misrepresented material, and some- 
times prepared scripts are used. It is 
very important for the person on the 
receiving end of such a call to double- 
check all the caller's credentials before 
agreeing to a purchase. 

Innovative mail packages feature 
printed advertisements in any number 
of sizes and colors, and often include 
communications resembling personal 
letters or telegrams that contain a 
dramatic sales pitch. Of course, any

package that insists you "call by mid- 
night tonight" is of doubtful validity. 

The advent of the computer has al- 
lowed leading companies to employ 
various marketing approaches geared 
toward select clientele. For example, 
with the aid of computers, firms now 
have the ability to advertise silver 
dollars only to those customers who 
have purchased them in the past. Even 
the subtleties of wording are explored, 
as advertising copy is carefully as- 
sembled and then "scanned" by editors 
for "stoppers," large words that might 
cause readers to lose interest in the 
material. 

Besides professional marketing, ac- 
ceptance of second opinions has helped 
fuel the fire of the current market. The 
growing demand by consumers for sec- 
ond opinions in the areas of medicine 
and real estate also has been felt in 
numismatics, and a number of grading 
and authenticating sen/ices are doing 
very good business. In fact, quite a few 
major coin wholesalers now offer coins 


packaged, authenticated and graded so 
that retailers can advertise the pieces as 
graded by two firms. This latter market- 
ing technique originally began with 
gold coins but probably will spread to 
other series over time, particularly as 
more and more neophyte investors enter 
the coin market. 

Also calling attention to the coin 
market are recent commemorative coin- 
age issues by the U.S. Mint, as well as 
the impending issuance of legal-tender 
silver and gold bullion pieces by the 
government. Anything that brings posi- 
tive attention to the coin market, be it 
the bullion rise of a few years ago or the 
new government issues of today and to- 
morrow, promotes coin purchases. Look 
for dramatically increased coin sales 
when legal-tender gold and silver U.S. 
bullion coins become a reality, espe- 
cially if some old U.S. coinage designs 
are employed and a government media 
blitz similar to that for the Olympic 
coin program accompanies the release. 

There you have it — three major trends 
whose impact is increasingly felt in to- 
day's coin market. Should gold and 
silver also make a move, we might have 
the makings of the most dramatic 
market ever. 


Market Update 

September 3, 1985 

With the spot price of gold at $336 an 
ounce and silver at $6.27, increased ten- 
sion in South Africa and the declining 
value of the U.S. dollar have spurred in- 
terest in the metals market, bullion and 
non-bullion coins. 

The recent ANA convention in Balti- 
more was believed by many in attend- 
ance to be the most active in more than 
five years. U.S. coins in all grades 
moved very well, as a decreased avail- 
ability of MS-65 coins focused interest 
on MS-63 pieces. 

At the convention auction, conducted 
by Heritage Auctions of Dallas, Texas, 
ANACS-graded MS-65/65 material, es- 
pecially U.S. commemorative s and sil- 
ver dollars, sold for 20 to 40 percent 
over established wholesale levels. Gem 
coin dealer Gary Fernandez astutely re- 
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marked, "It's nice to have certified 
coins for liquidity's sake, but one must 
make sure the coin is nice, too. Don't 
just buy the papers." 

A final note attesting to the strength 
of the show and auction is that more 
than 50 bidders were still present at 
2:30 a.m. (yawn) for the conclusion 
of an auction session that began at 
7:15 p.m.!

■ A few have made lasting names for 
themselves; many others have passed 
quickly like a meteor across the sky, yet 
today most bankers and heads of state 
avow the urgency of a change in our 
worldwide system of exchange, as well 
as evaluation to prevent its collapse. So, 
having nothing to lose, I'll give you my 
sure-fire solution. 

Let the United States and its friends 
pool their proportional resources and 
send a gold-mining expedition to the 
moon. Leave the U.S.S.R. out — it would 
only claim that it had the idea long ago 
and try to get there first. A little pros- 
pecting should locate a goodly supply 
of high-grade gold, of which several 
billion ounces could be extracted and 
sent back to the earth-bound consor- 
tium. It could be passed around to 
balance purchasing power and smooth 
out irregularities. 

Why, you may be asking, should we 
go to the great expense of a trip to the 
moon for our gold? Simply because each 
and every ounce of that gold would 
become six ounces here on earth, where 
the pull of gravity is some six times 
greater than on the moon.

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Doubled Die or Machine Doubling? 


People occasionally express confusion 
when trying to determine if doubling on 
a coin is the result of a doubled die or 
simply machine doubling (also known as 
election doubling or strike doubling). For 
some, this determination is particularly 
important, as a coin struck by a doubled 
die can be more valuable than a coin pro- 
duced from regular dies, whereas the 
value of a coin displaying machine dou- 
bling remains basically unchanged. 

Machine doubling, the more common 
cause of doubled images, is no more than 
a mechanical error. The doubling is not 
on the die itself, but rather is caused when 
the coin is struck. Most often, the die has 
some "give" or excess movement because 
of wear in the moving pans of the press. 
As the die strikes the planchet, this "give" 
allows the die some sideways movement

during or immediately after impact. 

The main characteristic of machine 
doubling is a flat, shelf-like appearance. 
Another good clue is doubling on both the 
mintmark and date. After the hubbing 
process is completed, the mintmark is 
punched into the die by hand. Therefore, 
if the doubling of the date and mintmark 
is identical, the possibility is highly re- 
mote that it was caused by anything other 
than machine doubling.

Let- 
ters display a raised, rounded effect and 
distinct notches on serifs. 
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In contrast, a doubled die is produced 
during the hubbing process (the act of forc- 
ing a hub into a die). The impression on 
a die is made by placing a hub into a 
hydraulic press opposite a blank steel bar. 
Tremendous pressure is then exerted, 
pushing the hub into the face of the bar 
and leaving its impression. This process 
is repeated several times before a satisfac- 
tory impression is achieved. 

Between hubbings, the die is removed 
from the press and annealed, then re- 
turned to the hubbing press for the next 
impression. It is at this point that doubled 
die errors can occur. If the die is not 
aligned perfectly with the hub, the next 
impression will not line up exactly with 
the previous impression, resulting in a die 
with a doubled image. In turn, this im- 
pression is duplicated on every planchet 
struck with the doubled die. 

This type of doubling exhibits a raised 
and rounded effect, as opposed to shelf- 
like machine doubling. True doubled dies 
also show distinct notches where numbers 
and serifs of letters are doubled. Various 
articles and books have been written 
about minting errors and are recom- 
mended reading for those who would like 
to leam more about them. Many such ref- 
erences are available to members through 
the ANA library, among them Modern 
Mint Mistakes (fifth edition) by Philip 
Steiner and Michael Zimpfer,- The Lincoln 
Cent Doubled Die by John A. Wexler,- and 
Official Guide to Mint Errors and 
Varieties (third edition) by Alan Herbert.

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Gathering Gets 
Rave Reviews 


All convention facilities were housed under 
one roof at the Baltimore Convention Center.

"Great." "Super." "Marginally amaz- 
ing." Yes, superlatives echoed through 
Baltimore the week of August 18-24, and 
no, they weren't in reference to the flag- 
ging Orioles. Spurred by copious media 
advertising and superb facilities (not to 
mention free admission), 14,500 visitors 
converged upon Maryland's renowned 
seaport, making this year's 94th Anniver- 
sary Convention a runaway success. From 
opening "PNG Day" activities on Monday 
until the last bit of crab cake disappeared 
at the dazzling awards banquet late Satur- 


day, convention revelers found a lot to 
cheer about. 

Accommodations in the comfortable 
Hyatt Regency Hotel at the city's Inner 
Harbor, coupled with 150,000 square feet 
of close-in facilities that allowed minimal 
travel time between bourse floor, auction 
and meeting rooms — as well as heavy 
bourse activity — contributed to what some 
termed "the best convention in several 
years." By week's end even seasoned con- 
vention-goers were calling the sojourn 
"one of the best ANA conventions ever." 
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Talk of "a new era in numismatics" 
heated up, and even the Baltimorean in 
the street had at least some idea of what 
the hobby was all about. 

Following tradition, the Professional 
Numismatists Guild kicked off bourse ac- 
tivity with "PNG Day" on Monday, 
August 19, complemented by the Guild 
reception and 30th anniversary banquet 
that evening. The PNG Founder's Award 
was presented to dealer and ANA Gover- 
nor Robert Medlar in recognition of his 
time and devotion to both the PNG and 
the ANA, as well as the hobby in general. 
Selected to receive the Sol Kaplan Award 
was California dealer Martin Anderson, 
who was cited for assistance rendered to 
law-enforcement officials in the apprehen- 
sion of those committing crimes against 
the dealer and collector communities. 
The PNG's Friedberg Award for most out- 
standing book went to Michael Hendy, a 
history professor at the University of Bir- 
mingham, for Studies in the Byzantine 
Monetary Economy c. 300-1450. 

Official convention opening ceremon- 
ies, held at noon the following day, were 
attended by scores of enthusiasts who 
cheered approvingly as President Q. David 
Bowers, accompanied by members of the 
Board of Governors and local committee, 
cut the obligatory ribbon at the bourse en- 
trance. The flood of attendees then loosed 
upon the floor was indicative of five 
days of bourse activity unmatched in 
recent years. 

NUMISMATIC THEATRE 

Once again Numismatic Theatre pres- 
entations, this year moderated by chair- 
man Will Mumford, served as the educa- 
tional mainstay of convention activities. 
A total of 26 programs, from "How Not 
to Lose Your Underwear When Collecting 
Coins" to "Silver Neckring Currencies of 
the Chinese Hill Tribes of Thailand," was 
offered from Tuesday, August 20, through 
Saturday, August 24, by a renowned array 
of hobbyists: Anthony Swiatek, John 
Pryor, Oscar Dodson, Raymond Hebert, 
Arthur Sipe, Nancy Green, Julian Leid- 
man, Ed Rochette, Henry Schab, Arthur 
Aron, Neil Harris, Robert Juot, Russ Sears, 
Denwood Kelly, Robert Leuver, Rudy Vil- 
larreal, Rick Montgomery, Gerald Kopchel, 
Joe and Mae Clarke, Ken Barr, Thomas 
and Cory Gillilland, Q. David Bowers, 


Ken Bressett, George Cuhaj, William 
Spengler, Millard Hajek, Yasha Beresiner 
and Donna Pope. 

Theatre programs about local topics of 
interest were popular. Millard Hajek 
presented a slide show about early 
Baltimore tokens and Denwood Kelly ad- 
dressed the subject of Maryland paper 
money and securities held by the Mary- 
land Flistorical Society. Dressed in Colo- 
nial garb, Henry Schab discussed the life 
and times of Annapolis silversmith John 
Chalmers, producer of the first circulating 
silver coins in the United States. Schab's 
excellent article about Chalmers that ap- 
peared in the November 1984 issue of The 
Numismatist won him first -place recogni- 
tion for both this year's Heath Literary 
Award and Wayte and Olga Raymond 
Memorial Literary Award. 

EDUCATIONAL FORUM 

Highlighting the Educational Forum on 
Friday night, August 23, were Smithso- 
nian Institution's Cory Gillilland speak- 
ing about "Smithsonian Donors and Our 
Collections," and Q. David Bowers, who 
presented "The Baltimore Garretts: The 
Family and the Collection." Afterward, 
the ANA Board of Governors expressed 
their views about "the future of the ANA." 

To a member, the Board agreed that the 
major challenges facing the Association 
during the next five years are promoting 
educational aspects of the hobby, increas- 
ing media awareness of the ANA, expand- 
ing membership and involving young peo- 
ple in coin collecting. The topic of 
telemarketing — the recent advent of sell- 
ing unseen coins via the telephone — re- 
ceived mixed reviews from board mem- 
bers. Governor Robert Medlar emerged as 
the most adamant opponent of telemar- 
keting, stating, "I am most concerned

about these boiler-room operations . . . 
given the title of telemarketing ... 60, 70, 
80 people on the telephone trying to sell 
'rare, gem-quality coins' to unknowl- 
edgeable investors in the U.S. That asp is 
going to rise up and bite us, believe me, 
in 2 years, 3 years hence. I don't like it 
. . . We need to somehow or another insu- 
late ourselves from it ... we need to try 
and stop it." 

AUCTION 

Standing-room-only attendance and 
heavy bidding netted $4,331,975 in the 
five-session auction conducted by Herit- 
age Numismatic Auctions of Dallas. Ac- 
tion was particularly heated in sessions 
featuring gold, with interest focused on 
"$1 gold through $10 Indian gold," noted 
Indiana dealer Gerald Scherer. Added 
Julian Leidman of Silver Springs, Mary- 
land, "Gold coins in general were strong 
in Uncirculated grades, with most coins 
being sold on the floor." 

As expected, Morgan dollars enjoyed 
their usual popularity, particularly Carson 
City pieces. A specimen of the 1895 Mor- 
gan Proof left the block at $10,000 in 
Proof-60 condition, while two Proof-65 ex- 
amples brought $17,000 and $29,000. 

Session one included an AU-50 1793 
Chain cent and an 1864 Proof-63 Indian 
cent that each were hammered down at 
$7,750. Seated Liberty coinage proved 
strong in sessions two and three. An 1853 
MS-65 quarter with arrows and rays real- 
ized $15,000, an 1879 MS-65/67 half dollar 
drew $6,900 and an 1857 Proof-67 dollar 
was hammered down at $8,300. 

Featuring gold, sessions four and five 
were highlighted by an 1879 Proof-63 
Flowing Hair $4 gold piece that earned 


$35,000 and a like specimen in Proof-67 
grade that realized $45,000. Among $5 
gold, a 1795 AU-50 Capped Bust piece 
brought $16,000, a 1904 Proof-63/65 Lib- 
erty piece finished at $7,250 and the key- 
date 1929 Indian in MS-65/63 was had for 
$7,500. 

Gold Eagles were led by an 1887 Proof- 
60 specimen that garnered $12,250, an 
1859 Proof-60 piece that sold for $8,000 
and a 1907 Indian with wire rim that real- 
ized $12,000. Double Eagles included an 
1855-0 Liberty piece in VF-30 that brought 
$3,900, an 1899 Proof-63 that earned 
$16,000 and a 1907 MS-65 Saint-Gaudens 
with Roman numerals that was bid to 
$17,250. 

CLUB ACTIVITIES 

The upper-level conference rooms of 
the Baltimore Convention Center, located 
a fraction of a stone's throw from the 
bourse floor, witnessed daily meetings of 
member clubs. Not only providing a 
forum for topical discussion, these gather- 
ings promote the grassroots support and 
diligence that has built the Association 
we know today.

AWARDS PRESENTATION 

Held on Friday, August 23, the presenta- 
tion of 1985 awards spotlighted an impres- 
sive cadre of hobbyists whose devotion 
and talent have earned them special 
recognition. 

Medal of Merit 

Symbolic of outstanding service to the 
hobby, the Association's silver Medal of 
Merit was thankfully bestowed on U.S. 
Congressman Frank Annunzio, long-time 
supporter of the ANA museum; J. Roy 
Pennell Jr. ; and the husband-wife collect- 
ing team of Robert and Cheryl Maisch. 
Annunzio, representing Illinois' 1 1 thCon- 
gressional district and serving as chair- 
man of the House Banking Subcommittee 
on Consumer Affairs and Coinage, was 
recognized for steering much numismatic 
legislation through his subcommittee, in- 
cluding the first new commemorative 
coinage bills since the '50s. "His interest 
in our coinage has presaged a new era of

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coin collecting in America. He has helped 
focus attention on the hobby, attention 
that otherwise may have gone unnoticed." 

Pennell, a founder of the Society of 
Paper Money Collectors and publisher for 
many years of the organization's journal, 
Paper Money, was honored for his 
pioneering work in the field of paper 
money — because of his effort the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company opened its ar- 
chives and began producing souvenir 
cards from old dies and plates, opening a 
new area of collecting. He also contrib- 
uted to the ANA museum hundreds of 
rare, high-quality specimens of paper 
money, proof notes, vignettes and early 
19th-century legal papers from court 
proceedings against counterfeiters. 

Cheryl and Robert Maisch are perhaps 
best known for their work in creating 
the ANA's Intermediate Correspondence 
Course. Robert, past president of the Maine 
Numismatic Association, and Cheryl, 
past secretary/treasurer of the MNA and 
current librarian for the Token and Medal 
Society, "have been described as the 
'ideal couple' . . . active on behalf of the 
hobby and the Association ever since the 
early 1970s." 

Literary Awards 

Named for Dr. George F. Heath, who 
first published The Numismatist in 1888, 
the ANA's highest literary award is 
presented to authors of outstanding ar- 
ticles that appear in the Association's of- 
ficial journal. This year's plaudits were 
presented for articles appearing in the

Certificates of Merit were pre- 
sented to David and Charlotte Gale for "A 
Study and Catalog of 19th-Century Photo- 
graphic Tokens" (May 1984), and to Alan

tificate of recognition was awarded to Carl 
Herkowitz for his prodigious literary con- 
tributions to The Numismatist in recent 
years: "In Consideration of Numismatic 
Rarity: The 1823/2 Quarter" (April 1983); 
"The 1872 Business Strike: Unlucky Key- 
Date Among Indian Head Cents" (June 
1984); and "In Reflection: The Impact of 
the Denver Mintmark on 20th-Century 
Numismatics" (April 1985). 

The Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial 
Literary Award, given for articles display- 
ing best original research about U.S. coin- 
age, consists of a $400 cash prize and was 
conferred on Henry Schab for "The Life 
and Coins of John Chalmers." David and 
Charlotte Gale took second place and a 
$200 stipend for "A Study and Catalog of 
19th-Century Photographic Tokens." 

Top Recruiters 

Plaques of appreciation were presented 
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to member booster Margo Russell and 
dealer boosters Arthur and Donald Kagin, 
whose recruitment efforts last year greatly 
enhanced the ANA membership base. 

25-Year Membership 

More than 490 individuals and a score 
of clubs were awarded silver membership 
medals and plaques indicative of a quarter 
century of ANA affiliation.

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Youngster's Numismatic Dream Comes True 


For Jerry Peck, being 12 years old isn't 
as much fun as it ought to be. He can't 
run and play with the other children in 
his hometown of Kalkaska, Michigan, nor 
can he attend school regularly. Jerry has 
acute lymphocytic leukemia. 

The treatment for this disease is un- 
pleasant at best. Since his diagnosis in 
1980, extensive chemotherapy and high 
doses of radiation have destroyed Jerry's 
original bone marrow, and he is constantly 
tired and hungry. Because he is often 
housebound for long periods of time, his 
grandmother, Martha Peck, introduced him 
to her favorite hobby — coin collecting. 

Jerry began by collecting U.S. issues 
from circulation. Martha would pick up 
rolls of cents, nickels and dimes, and 
together they would search through them 
for pieces needed to round out his collec- 
tions. Sara Peck, Jerry's mother, relates 
how a family friend found a 1913 dime 
while gardening and sent it to Jerry, who 
at the time was undergoing treatment in 
a Seattle hospital. When the boy opened 
the letter, the unrestrained dime fell from 
the envelope into the bedsheets. The 
friend made no mention of the gift in his 
letter, so when Jerry discovered the coin 
in his bed, he couldn't imagine where it 
had come from. Only when the friend 
wrote to inquire how Jerry liked his pres- 
ent was the mystery solved. 

Jerry's interests grew to include ancient 
coins, and soon he became involved in the 
ANA's Roman Coin Project, a program 
that enables youngsters to earn Roman 
and Byzantine coins through their ac- 
tivities in numismatics. Though regula- 
tions stipulated that RCP participants 
must be 1 1 years of age or older, the pro- 
gram's administrator, David R. Cervin, 
made an exception in Jerry's case, confer- 
ring upon him honorary status until he 
came of age. 

Seven months ago, Jerry sent Mr. Cer- 
vin a brief note, in which he mentioned 
that his collection of Lincoln cents was 
almost complete, except for two elusive 
pieces— a 1909-S VDB and a 1914-D. Two 
years earlier, when Jerry received a bone 
marrow transplant from his sister Jen- 
nifer, his mom offered to buy the two 
cents for him, little realizing their high 
price tags. Needless to say, she was unable

to keep her promise. 

However, on May 1, 1985, Jerry realized 
his heart's desire. Hearing of his plight, 
an anonymous donor purchased the cents 
so that the ANA might give them to Jerry. 
ANA President Florence Schook, then 
serving in her capacity as vice president 
and chairwoman of the Young Numisma- 
tist Program, flew to Kalkaska to make 
the surprise presentation. 

Now that Jerry's Lincoln cent collec- 
tion is complete, he has focused his atten- 
tion on building a collection of Indian 
Head cents. However, the advancing state 
of his illness prevents him from working 
toward that goal. Several weeks after Mrs. 
Schook's visit, he was hospitalized for a 
week in nearby Traverse City and then 
was taken to a children's hospital in 
Detroit, where he spent an additional two 
weeks. 

For the casual collector, numismatics 
is a pleasant pastime, but for Jerry Peck 
it is much more. Through coin collecting 
he has found enlightenment, fun and, 
most of all, familiar friends.

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Restoration of Historic Lesher House in Progress 


In 1980 Q. David Bowers purchased a 
run-down house in the old mining town 
of Victor, Colorado, and two years later 
donated it to the ANA. The house is sig- 
nificant to lovers of both coins and history 
because it once was the home and center 
of operations of Joseph Lesher, an ex- 
miner who, at the turn of the century, 
issued "referendum" dollars for circula- 
tion among the townspeople and mer- 
chants of Victor in the hopes of bolster- 
ing Colorado's sagging silver economy. 
Production of the dollars began in late 
1900 and continued through 1901. 

Upon acquiring Lesher's house, the 
ANA began plans for renovation, hoping 
to create a small museum and part-time 
retreat for ANA employees. The Associa- 
tion hired Murphy & Company, a Colo- 
rado Springs firm experienced in Victorian 
restoration, to perform most of the work, 
which finally began in mid-July of this 
year. 

Several ANA employees volunteered 
their time on the weekends to help out,

saving the ANA approximately $2,000- 
$3,000 of the estimated $31,835 cost of 
rebuilding the structure.

By the end of August, plumbing and 
electricity was installed in the house. The 
inside walls were torn down and rebuilt, 
a new floor was laid, and the roof was 
removed and replaced. Mid-September 
saw the exterior walls totally renovated, 
and ANA volunteers were again recruited 
to assist in painting the structure at the 
beginning of October. 

Winter comes early in the Colorado 
Rockies, but if the weather holds out 
workers hope to have the Lesher House 
fully restored and serviceable by mid- 
November. Should the weather prove un- 
cooperative, Spring 1986 is the targeted 
completion date.

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Donation Holds Special Significance 


One of the most exciting additions to 
the collection of the Museum of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association is the dona- 
tion of an 1873 commemorative medal 
inaugurating a Morgan and Orr coining 
press at the U.S. Mint in San Francisco. 
The donation is particularly significant 
because the ANA displays that same coin- 
ing press, on permanent loan from the 
Mint through the courtesy of the United 
States Government, in a specially con- 
structed plexiglass-and-steel cylindrical 
case located at the entrance to ANA head- 
quarters in Colorado Springs. 

Donated by former ANA governor Harry 
X Boosel, the piece also is important be- 
cause of its rarity and historical interest. 
Approximately five examples of the medal, 
which proclaims the Morgan and Orr 
press as the world's largest and most 
powerful for the striking of coinage, are 
known and presumed to be the first prod- 
ucts of the impressive machine. The 
silver, plain-edge piece housed in the 
museum collection weighs 27. lg and 
probably was struck from a trade-dollar 
blank. 

To passersby on Colorado Springs' busy 
Cascade Avenue, the Morgan and Orr

press must appear a rather peculiar ad- 
junct to the unique modem structure of 
the ANA headquarters building. How- 
ever, having an example of the press' com- 
memorative medal in the museum hold- 
ings adds a splendid interpretive element

This handsome and massive example of 
Victorian-era engineering skill witnessed 
many milestones in American history. 
Like so many of the prospectors, miners 
and fortune seekers it served, the press 
traveled by ship "around the Horn" to 
California from Philadelphia, where it 
was manufactured. It was installed in the 
newly erected San Francisco Mint build- 
ing, which opened in 1874, and struck 
vast numbers of "S" mintmark coins in 
silver and gold, surviving the devastating 
earthquake of 1906. The press reportedly 
was still in use as late as the 1960s.
